Little Relief In Sig ht Fo r Fuel-Sho rt Ohio 
RUSSIAN DRIVE 
SLOWED AT ODER, 
NAZIS REPORT 


COLUMBUS, Feb. 3.— (/F)—Ohio, short of fuel in the state's 
w orst w inter since the last w ar's 11)17-18, looked forw arded to ­ 
day to at least tw o m onths of careful husbanding of coal and fuel 
gas, w’ith a possibility of w idespread discom fort before spring. 
Gov . F rank J. Lausehe, facing a m ajor crisis only a m onth 
after taking office, w as ready to announce a fuel conserv ation 
program to carry the state to A pril 1. 
M eanwhile, he fcirard to 
the arm y serv ice forces to help open snow -clogged roadc w hich 
w ere delaying v ital w ar shipm ents as well as truckloads o l coal. 
T he Ohio picture briefly was this: 


1—A ll state office buildings closed today, tom orrow , and 
Monday, together w ith scores of m unicipal and county buildings, 
to sav e coal. 
2—V irtually all schools to rem ain closed M onday, and some 
indefinitely unless they hav e coal in their bins. 
3—W ar plants by the dozens shutting dow n or sharply cur­ 
tailing activ ities because of lack of coal or low gas pressure 
4—E ntertainm ent places heated by gas ordered closed ov er 
the w eek-end by the W ar Production Board. 
5— Colum bus m aintained a m unicipal clearing house for enal 


orders, seeing that any householder in urgent need w as adv ised 
of a yard hav ing coal on hand. 
Among w arplants affected by declining gas pressure was the 
giant W right A eronautical Corp. A irplane Engine Factory at 
Lockland, w here 13.000 w ere laid off. 
Low’ pressure forced a shut down of the Tim ken Roller B ear­ 
ing Co. plants in Colum bus. 
Ironically the com pany w as able to 
donate to Colum bus and C anton, its home city, 1,500 tons of coal 
not im m ediately needed.

Soldiers' Worst Enemy 
h ew 
would guess 
what 
disease has 
affected more 
soldiers 
today 
than any 
other. It is jaundice, a yellow condition of 
the skin and eyes that is rather a sign of 
som ething wrong than a disease itself. In 
Italy there have been more casualties from 
jaundice than losses by death and wounds, 
and men have been kept away from 
duty 
tw o or three 
months. So serious was the 
situation that a jaundice commission was 
set up in July, 1943, to study the malady, 
headed 
by Col, 
Marion 
H. 
Parker of 
Northw estern U niversity 
Medical School, 
Chicago. 
The commission 
is now getting some­ 
where. It has found jaundice to be a filth 
disease, transmitted by flies and polluted 
water, much like 
dysentery. It is a germ 
disease, spread by more than one kind of 
germ , as there are different kinds of jaun­ 
dice. These germ s are especially 
hard to 
kill, as they stand heat temperatures that 
would destroy most of their fellows. 
Till the germs are isolated so that a ser­ 
um can !»•* prepared, 
the chief 
emphasis 
m ust be on prevention. Putting 
the pa­ 
tients to bed as soon as the disease is rec­ 
ognized, and more careful sanitation, have 
already reduced the sick period from F>5 or 
more days aw ay from duty to 52.

Jap Atrocities 
It was p rob ab ly inevitable that Ameri­ 
can ships and men should be sunk 
in the

combat have shown themselves better men 
than their enemies, but they cannot always 
win. 
In fair fight they ask 
no quarter. 
All 
that they ask of the enemy is adherence to 
rules of maritime warfare, 
which 
both 
sides have pledged themselves to observe. 
It is with indignation and horror, then, 
that Americans 
have 
read of deliberate 
breaches of these rules recently by the Jap­ 
anese between California and Honolulu, es­ 
pecially the case of the Liberty ship John 
A. Johnson. 
This vessel, it should be re­ 
membered, was not a fighting ship. 
It was attacked by 
a submarine 
on a 
moonlit night. Seamen who escaped, some 
in the waters and others in a lifeboat, were 
deliberately rammed and run 
down 
and 
sprayed with machine gun fire from the 
Jap submarine, while the Jap sailors jeer­ 
ed at the dying. 
The official report says 
all were “victims of atrocities,” while ten 
of the merchant and naval crewmen were 
killed or wounded. 
Apparently no more 
chivalry than this can be expected

infancy, begins to walk and m n 
and talk and satisfy curiosity and 
he runs into plenty of grief. 
“The adolescent begins to have 
a lot of juices spurting into his 
tissues and he has all sorts of new 
feelings and he begins to notice 
girls from a new angle. It often 
makes him very mournful. 


Just the Opposite 


“You ar** beginning to have just 
the opposite. All your juices are 
drying up, you are having fewer 
feelings all the time and the new 
angle you have on women is, you 
wish all of them would go jump in 
the lake and quit ordering you 
around. Well, all that is what 
makes you mournful. 
"You have to get used to it and 
in the course of time you will get 
used to it, so don’t try to rush the 
progress of the procedure. Take 
it easy and in the course of time 
you will be the same old kind of 
fuddy-duddy all the rest of us are. 
Just now you are rebellious and 
belligerent. 
“I know it hasn’t got quite as 
much future as getting used to 
boing adolescent, but there is a 
good deal of satisfaction in it just 
the same. 


Done About Everything 


“One of the things you have to 
get used to is that you have done 
about everything. The adolescent 
has still before him the pleasure 
of reading Pickwick Papers and 
Mark Twain and Sherlock Holmes. 
Now you have read all those and 
Plato and Aristotle too.” 
“Is that so?” I said. 
“Yea— and Descartes and Hume 
and J. S. Mill.” 
“Is that *0?” I said. 
“The adolescent ii just getting 
steamed up about ballroom danc­ 
ing. Now you know all about ball­ 
room dancing.” 
"Is that so?” I said. 
“You gave up or quit doing all 
those things you used to do so well. 
That is probably the toughest 
thing to face except that you have 
so much time on your hands. You 
now play nine holes of golf on 


Saturday afternoon whereat you 
used to play eighteen in the morn­ 
ing and eighteen in the afternoon. 
That leaves a good deal of time to 
be consumed. 
“Another great difference be­ 
tween the change from adolescence 
to manhood and the change from 
manhood to old age is that the 
adolescent is making new friends

Im portance Of Reaupply 
This resupply business is one 
of the tw o im portant things the 
Troop Carrier 
Command 
does 
after it has dropped the airborne 
parachutists 
and glider 
troops. 
The other is the evacuation of 
w ounded. 
W ithout resupply, an airborne 
operation w ill alm ost surely fail 
In Holland the w eather prevented 
resupply of the B ritish First A ir­ 
borne D ivision at A rnhem and it 
lost. 
The tw o A m erican divisions of 
the A llied Airborne Arm y w ere 
resupplied— and they 
succeeded. 
W henever it can be done, re­ 
supply 
is by plane 
or 
glider. 
W hen conditions prevent this, the 
job is done by parachute or free 
drop. 
A top-ranking officer in Troop 
Carriers Command 
headquarter 
at Stout Field, Indianapolis, told 
me: "It is literally true that all 
the progress in Burm a was by 
reason of air supply.” 
Gen. G eorge 
S. Patton 
called 
air supply his " life’s blood’’ in 
his dash 
across 
France. 
TCC 
landed 
3,000 tons 
of supplies 
daily for him . 
The m arooned *Americon garri­ 


son at 
Bastognc. Belgium, 
wa? 
supplied by at least 842 C-47 trips 


and 50 glider drops in a flve*day 
period. 
In toe early days of the Guadal­ 
canal 
cam pa gn, 
TCC 
was 
the 
M alines 
only means of supply. 
TCC supply crews were dubbed 
“biscuit bombers 
in those day?, 
and the name has stuck. 
Note 
that in 
some of these 
cases the job was not “ resupply'* 
of airborne troop?. It wa? aerial 
supply of regular ground troops 
where the tactical or terrain situ­ 
ation cut off ground or ?ea com ­ 
munication. 
This kind of supply reached a 
high 
peak 
with 
the Tenth 
Air 
Force in India, which flew sup-
